‘The idea of the redemption of the Crown 
‘renin. ia one which we bope will be combat- 
ted most strenuously. Nothing, we think, 
- could he more economically false, as may 
roadily ba ean from the figures given in the 
sixty-first, queetion.» The present yield of 
Crown rent is‘ about $170,000 per anuum, 
and twenty years’ purchase would amount. 
to $3,400,000, A public Torn can® be 
flonted st 4 por cant., or ‘at moat 41 par 
cent,” At tho latter rate the interest on 
83,400,000 would amount to $153,000, Al. 
lowing another } per cent, for a sinking 
fund, by which the loan woult be paid off 
in fifty years, the interest would be $170,000, 
‘or the sane smiount as the Crown ‘rents, 
lf: the Crown rents be redeemed, at the 
end cf fifty yeara the colony would be 
minus its revenue from this source without 
Doing in possession .of any equivalent ad» 
vantage. What the proposal amounts to’ is 
‘really to exebanga .an. aunual reveuss..of, 
$170,000 in perpetuity for a saving of the 
trouble’of collecting is and paying it away 
in interest for fifty years, Aa to the’ in- 
equalities in the, Crown rents inontioned. in 
the sixtieth question, we fail to geo'that they 
in any way affect the principle. The buyers 
and aellérs of land take the amount of the 
Crown rent into consideration in arrangin: 
the price, aud there the matter onda, ‘It 
causes vo trouble to the Government, except 
when extensions are applied for and the 
inequality is intrddaced into tho rent of 
one aud the same heldisg, and even in 
thege cnses it cannot be very much; be- 
yond the saving of this slight amount of 
trouble in the Government departments: no 
public advaritaga would be served by ee» 
tablishing equality at the expense of the re- 
venue frcw Crown rents, . : 
Question 87 reads aa follows:— Zi 
. 87.—In future ealos of Crow Lands is thore any 
reason why Crown Bont beyond & nor should 
‘bdo chargod, or ia if advisable that tho valusof the 
Crown Rent should be considored in the upset price? 
The sawe principle applies here, To include 
the Crowa rent io the upset price woold se- 
cure & larger Jump sum at the moment, but 
in vho long ron the colony would be the Joser. 
The amount of building land in the island 
ia very limited, and the time will arrive 
when the Government will practically bave 
no more ground to sell, When that timo ar- 
tives, if Crown renta ‘are done away with tha 
colony will be minus the whole ot ita land 
revenue, and the amount will have 
. Yaised from other .sourcsa. The Crown—in 
other words, thocommunity asawhole—would 
have entirely lost ita interout.in the land, 
which would be jn the banda of & fow mono- 
polista, who would be able to exact their own | 
terms in tho shape of rent aud would bear 
no part of the burden of toxation, Ina 
small placo like Hongkon 
being taken up so rapidly, it ja of the greatdat 
possiblo importance that the. system of dis- 
poaing of the land sbould be the best in the 
public interest. To eell the land outright 
- would be the. beat in the interests of capita. 
lista who wished to buy it, but it, would 
be disastrous to the interest’ genorally: ‘of 
trade and of the community. I: ‘of 
swooping away Crown rente, therefore, we 
would advocate their periodical readjustment, 
so that tho colony should share with the 
Inndownor ‘the advantage of the. -uvearned 
inerement, Such a aystem could not-be ap- 
‘plied to Innd already disposed of, but with 
regard: to that which still remains the Gov- 
ernaient is bound to make the beat bargain 
it‘can, Tho loisea might. contain a.coven.

at intervals of fifty or seventy-Avo years -ac- 
cording too valusticit of the'land to:bo ar~ 
Tived at on equitable principles, and with ‘a 
proviso giving liberal codiponsstion for.

onwilling to pay an increased reotal, Sich a 
form of toate would act in no way asa check 
on the improvement of land, though it would 
have an appreciable effect “in -reduciog- the 
upeet price, The present loss from this 
cause would, however, ba.made up many 
times o¢er in the lorig ran.

‘atruotion of railways oven looked at from the 
narrow ground of the priority in. importance 
of ‘const. dafence. Thia work ahould pro. 
coed pari pasan with the organisation of the 


army and navy. The construction of certain. 


Hines of railway ia essential to any well de~ 
signed scheme of coast and internal defonea, 
At present the Chinese Government: rely 
entirely ‘upon wator carriage for the trans- 
port of their troops, But how could troops 
bo convoyed in transports if the const were 
rigorously blockaded by.» atrong squadron 
of fast cruisers? How, again, could troops: 
be effectively ‘moved to the northwest provin- 
ceg if invaded by Bassin, or overran by a rebel 
Mahomedan host ? If an enemy auddenly de- 
cided toeffectulanding, say at Chefoo, itwould 
be impossible to send troops thither in time 
to prevent it, but if that port. were connected 
by railway with Tientsin this might in the 
ordinary courae be readily accomplietied. ‘Tn 
x country like Ohina, which is deatituto of 
roada along which ‘thabagegage of an army 
can be:conveyed except at a snail's pres and 
on tho backa of coolies, railways to connect 
tho great contres of population are of excep. 
fiona] importance from a military and atra- 
legic paint of view, ven the prejudiced 
tandarivate wore brought to seo this during: 
the Franco-Obineso, hostilities, but withthe 
couclasioa of peace came a certain, amount 
lof teuction against the innovation, and the 


lation as the French Troaty of 1860, and the 
revision clause of the Swedish Treaty is in 
the same torma as the American Treaty ; the 
Danish, Italian, and Austrian Treaties follow 
the Britich Treaty of Tientsin, with a atipu- 
lation in the two latter that, in the event of 
any revision of the Tariff, they shall have the! 
right to participate in the,negaciations for 
tha same. Tho Dateh Treaty. of 1863 con- 
taina a separate: articls in wifich this right 
to take part in tho nogociations for. any re- 
vision of the tariff is specially secarad. . 

It will thds be seen that in noneof the 
Treatios with, the Enroporn Powera or the 
United States is the right formally concoded 
to China to demand a-revision of tho articlea 
dealing with the residenco and government 
of foreign subjects in Ohina, Thare ia, how- 
evar, oothing Lo preveut her putting forward 
bthe demand. But will it baentertained ? It 
is triie that she osn quote Article XVITL of 
hor Troaty with Peru in support of auch a 
claim, whieh is 18' follows :— 

Yf in futare the High Contracting Parties dosir> o 
‘modification of any stipulation oaontained in this 
Treaty. they shall be af libeety, otter the lipae.of ton 
years, datod from tho day of the exchange of the ratic 
fications of this Trexty, te open negotiations to, that | 
afeck, Sex inontha beléro the exprmation of thé ten | 
Fonrs: either of the Constactiag Parties muy officially 
iatify to the other that mo idaatiing of thy We 
aro dosirad, and in whit those cunsist, If no 
modification ia made, the Treaty romains in force for 
anothor ten yeara. 

This treaty wis, however, made on terms of 
equality in 1874 by a amall state desiring to 
obtain From the Peking Governinent farmal 
pormiasion for Chinese subjects to emigrate 
Lihither, and it is bardly likely that the great 
European Powers will be bound by ita terms, 

Government will probably cite

CHINA'S AWAKENING, © 
Eu 
In bis paper on “China : the Sleep and the 

Awakening,” ‘the Marqais Tarna, with n 
perbaps’ pardonable exaltation, is sanguine 
enough ‘to believe that the awikenitg his 
come, He instances what has boon dune in the 
direction of conat: defence and the formation 
of a nary wa proof of tha fact, aud thon goos 
‘on to remark that China will proceed steadily 
‘with the’ organisation of the srmy and navy 
without, for the present, directing her at- 
tention either to the introduction of railways, 
ortoany of the ather subjects of internal 
economy which, under the altered clreum- 
stances of the times, may be necaagary, and 
which she feels to ba necessary ; for, untike 
Tarkey, sho will not fall. into the mistake of 
thinking thot when she haa got a few ships 
and a few soldiers licked into form, she bas 
done all that is required to maintain ber 
‘position in the raca of nations.” .Thia may 
be souiid policy, but His Hof upugh If it be 
desired to place the nation ina position to 
repel attack, Much has boon done; the 
corat defences have beén strengthened ; the 
navy is gradually assuming quite important 
dimensiona ; 3 large proportion of the troops 
is now fairly armed. It is, huwevor, little 
good acquiring costly ships, if the first con- 
sideration on tha ' braking ut of bowtilities 
be a place of security in which to hide them 
from the enemy. Jt is notorious: that “the 
Poi-yang Squadron systouatically kept out 
of the way during the Franco-Chinese war, 
and weknow on good authority the’ main 
object of the native officers and crews was 
to keep out of sight of, the Froach veraels, 
The mere possession of a fleet will prova'of 
little advantage in time of war unleas it ia 
manned by fighting men. The eyatem under 
which the Chinesa Navy is officored 
eaaontially bad, and so Long-ae it is possible 
for ‘an igoovant land-Inbber to purchase .a 
command, ag ia naw the cage, it is imposaible 
that efficiency or. discipline can, ever be at- 
tained, Of course on board the vessals under 
the command of foreign officers, where suffi- 
cient power is given them, discipline can. ba 
maintained and the crew. will no doubt ‘in 
time acquires knowledge both of seaman- 
ship and gunnery. But the services’ of 
foreign instructors are too often capriciows- 
ly dispensed with before. half thoir worl: ia 
done, a mandarin unacquainted with the first 
rudiments of navigition or science geta the 
command, and iv an incredibly short period 
disciplina céaves, corruption commences, the 
officers grow careless, and the crew become 
damoralised. If Ching is to have au efficient 
navy avery officar sppointed to it’ must be 
thoroughly ‘trained, and. no civil official, 
howaver great his in flaence, howaver intimate 
‘his acquaintinee vith the classics, miutet 
be pitebforked into the command. Unfortnn- 
ately for the efficiency of the public services, 
tho Chinese Governmont have uniformly: di 
couraged ‘the young men whohnve been 
trained abroad, ostead of ‘utilising these 
wen in the positions for which their educa 
tion and training ‘have Sitted them, the Go- 
vernment have ralegated them ‘to eubor- 
dinate, offices in departments where their 
talents sod acqubitiona are. completely 
thrown away, . In fact, itis not. too much 
to say that sll Chinese. who bare come un. 
der foreign influence of any sort or had 
any experiences in’ foreign countriea have 
a0 far, on their return to -China,*been 

jowed with ill-digguised - distrast by the 
Authorities, aud either kept back in tha eer- 
| vied: or deprived. of all’ chancy of makiog 
their knowledge ‘and: exporioncs of. value to 
tho State. Tho predesessar of the Marquis 
Teun in the post of Miniator to England, 
the rorthyKwo Sonera, was’ promptly 
consigned to. obsturiy on his return to 
Peking, and thé eae fate muy yet overtake 
the Marguis himeeltif’ he continued to talk 
much abvat China baving slept in * tho 
vacuous Forter of the ator of forces wildly 
whirling around. ber.” i 

Much of the foregoing applies with 
equal forca to the administration of “the 
Chineas Array. Civil officials are allowed to 
interfere with) and override tha military 
officers, who are masover regarded ag an in- 
fericr caste, Tis piy of tha troo 
noallyria arreor and they are often defraud- 
ed of a large portion of the migorable pittance 
dae, There is wo organised commtssarint, 
trapaport,’ or medical gervice attached to 
tbe army, and as an inevitable ‘consequence 
tho unbeppy soldiora euffor anspeukable 
misery. ia any campaign in which they 
inay “be_ongaged, The’ fighting material 
: e plentiful enough 'in -the.vighteen 
Provinces, but tho fact that millioua are 
available to take the pluce of those who fall 
will siot justify, on grounds eithér of expeadi- 
ency or necessity, the shockiog indifference 
to the waste of life which bra ovdr chitacters 
jeed Ohivese militaly dperations.’ The army 
will, moreover, never be popular so long as 


introduction of the iran way has again been 
postponed indefinitely. The work of coast 
defenca and ‘the inereasa and improvement 
of the navy is still going ov, it is true, in a 
Wisiraly way, but progress in other direc. 
tiong is slow ingeed. The long slumber of 
the ancient empire may be over, the trace 
of conturies may, be concluded, but is there 
no danger of the hoary giantess, falling into 
a new torpor from which she cw only ho 
awakened, by another clarion note: of war ? 
Is: not the concluding sentence of- the 
Marquis’s eloquent declaration only ton 
charncteristic of bis nation, wherein he snya + 
—"The world is not so near its eod that 
she need hurry, nor the circles o&the sun so 
nearly done that she will not bave timo to 
play the rdle assigned her inthe work of na- 
tioné”? Is this an age in which a procras- 
finating potiey can be successfully pursued : 
‘ean Lhe tortuise count, in thesa days of keen 
competition and jealous emulation, apon the 
‘hare napping in order that she may win the 
race ? » es

TAE MARQUIS TSENG AND THE 

REVISION OF THE TREATIES. 

: } to ag 

The most important declaration in the 
Marqnis Taeva'a reeent remark sie patitionl, 
pronuneiamento is contained .in the closing 
paragraphs, whitey deal with China's re. 
lations with. Western Powers. He gaya that 
while agy soreness which China may hava 
experianced on account ot ovents in 1860 has 
been healed over and forgotten lorig ago, it 
ia otherwise with the treaties which wore 


then imposed upon her. , That those,wors | 


iipdsed upon China must be admitted; she 
did not proposo tho terms; as the defeated, 
party she was fain to accept the canditions 
of ‘the conquerors, But the ‘Marquis 
intinntes that these treaties gall Chinese 
susceptibilities, and saya that Ohina cannot 
coutinue to lie out of the sovereign rights 
ahe has bevn compelled to surrendér by tho 
Tresties, He goes on to remirk :—- Tn the 


aiianation of sovereizn dominion over that 
part of her territory, comprised in foreign 
settlements at Lhe treaty porta,'as well og in 
soma .other respects, China feels that the 
treaties imposa on her a condition of things 
which, in order to avoid the evils they have 
lod toin ‘cther countries, will obliga hor to 
denounce these treaties on the expiry of the 
present decennial period. China is not 
ignorant. of the difficulties in which this 
action may involve. ber, bat she is resolved 
to face them, rather than incur the cers 
tainty of some day having to encounter 
greater ones; avils similir to thase which 
have led to the Land of the Fellah concerns 
ing nobody ao little as tho Khedive.” - It will 
be noted that in the foregoing distinct 
announcement that China will in 1888 de- 
manda revision of the Treaties, Tine Mor. 
quis adda in conclusion :—“ In hor efforts to 
eliminate.from the treaties such articles as 
impeda her development, and wound ber just 
susceptibilities, without. conferring on tho 
other contracting parties any rool advantages, 
China will sursly proceed to diplomatic ace 
tion.” Hore then we.bave due notice that 
the Chinese Government intend to usk for 
the abolition of extra-territoriality at the end 
of the present decennial torn oat 

Bat ia there any provision in 
Treaties conferring upon China the 
right to damand their ravisionP Tt. 
taust bea remembered that: the Treaties 
wore really.the terms imposed upon a de- 
feated: combatant,'that they were naturally 
one-sided and contain eonceasions reluctantly 
tudo, This will account for the abgonco of 
any stipulation ia the revision clsusca con- 
ferring on China. the right to domand a re- 
vision of the political provisions .of the 
‘Treaties, Tho only reference to ‘revision 
contained jx tho Lritish Treaty of Tienigiv 
is vinbodied in Article XXVIL which reads 
aa under :— 

Itia agread that either of the High Contranting 

Parties to this Treaty may demand a further re 
of the Tariff, and of the Commercial Articles of this 
Treaty, wt tho ond of ton yeurs; bub if no- demand bo 
made on either side within aix montha after the end 
of the firat ten years, then the Turiff shall remain in 
foroo for ton yoars nioro, rockoued from the end of 
tho preceding ten yeaa; sal so it shall be, at the 
end of each successive ten years, : 
This conters on China the right to ask 
fora revision of the Tariff and, Commercial 
Articles, but the reference is clearly limited 
to the subjecte go explicitly mentionsd, und 
eanpot, even by ‘iuplication, we think, be 
construed to apply € the whole Treaty.. Tae 
French Treaty of Thenvain containg 4 atipu. 
lation in Article KXVIX. that tha Tarif 
“ may be revised every saven yaira,”* and the 
first. clause of Article XT, reada:——

Tipan yielded to Western pressure: with a 
better grace than: did -Ciina, and the rele!

Japanese Govecnment have, too, lnboured ns. 
sidaiusly and perseveringly to bring Japa- 
nese ivatitutions and procedure into harmony 
with thase of Western States, and in demand- 
i ue abolition of extra-territoriality they 

fer gunirantees and\'promisé ‘concesatond 
equal and: aimilar to thse givan by one Ea- 
ropedin State to another, Is China in a 
positinn to do'the game, and could the West.

SETTLEMENT OF THE NAGASAKI 
AFPATE, 


Under date of Yokohama, 9th February, a 
correspondent writes as follows-— 

You will ba glad to hear the important news: 
that the difficulty batwean China and Japan 
arising out of the riot at Nagasaki onthe lith 
August, 1886, hetwoen Chinese men-of-war's 
men and'the Japanoso Polica was settled yos- 
terday at Tokyo, ‘Tho matter, ss you. may bo 
aware, Was again entrusted to the Chinoze Minis- 
ter to Japan, H. EB. Hsii Cheng.tan, who entered. 
into negotiations with Count Inouye, Japancaa 
Minister for Foreign Affaira, at Tokyo, and they 
altimately submitted the facts to tha German 
Minister, Dr. von Holloben, for arbitration. The 
settlemant pow arrived at has, I understand, been 
mada on tho basis of tha tarms proposed by that 
gentleman. His Exeallenoy Hai received a tale- 
grau yosterday from Peking containing the Im 
porial authorisation to settle the matter, and tho 
agreement was signed shortly afterwards by both 
partios, and this cause of disagreement between 
the two Powera is thus happily disposed of. 

T hava not yot bean able to ascertain the terms 
of the agreement, but I understand that the 
Japanese Goveroment have cousented to pay. 
Chioa'sn indomnity of, I heliove, about 850,000, 
prosumably as componsation to the’ families or 
relatives of the. Chinets killed in the riot, and 
the Chinese Governmont have - to hand 
back about $15,000 of this amount, doubtleas ax 
solatium to the relatives of the Japanese who 
foll in tho affray. Thisisall { have been able 
to gathor, but I believe these are the principal 
terms, and that they are abont correot, 

In a second letter dated Yokohama, 11th 
February, the same correspondent adda 
that the Japanese Government have engag d to 
pay all the Hospital exponses of the wounded 
Chinese. Count Inouyé, it soome, first proposed 
a basis of agreement, wherenpon tho. Chinsse 
Minister made some ather damands, which even- 
toally were conceded, The latter then telegraph- 
edto Peking, and in reply got fall powors to 
conclude s.sottlomont and did so, 


The Japanese Oficial Gazette of the llth 
February contains the following snnounoe- 
mont :—“ With reforence to the brawl which o0- 
ocurred on August 15th betwoon Chiness man.of+ 
war's mon and Japanese constables at Nagasaki. 
the Govarnmenta of the two Empires despatched 
Special Commissioners to that place to investi-
